Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

5. The present invention is directed to a digital electronic data processing system 
for a process for conducting a financial transaction by communicating data by way of 
a browser. A digital electronic data processing system for conducting a financial 
transaction is old and well known. For example. Gabber (US Patent No. 5961593) 
teaches electronic data processing system for conducting a financial transaction 
(See abstract and column 2, lines 58-67 and column 3, lines 1-67). 

6. The closest prior art of Payne (US 5715314) discloses storing a value and credit 
information in memory, creating a value conveyance using the value and the credit 
card information, associating the value conveyance and the value with the debit 
instrument number, displaying the value conveyance and at least one link to a store 
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on the first webpage (See column 5, lines 5-67, column 6, lines 1-67, column 7, lines 
1-67). 

7. However with respect to claims 1 , 2, 3, 1 8, 1 9 and 21 , prior art neither singly nor 
in combination teaches: receiving, over a network, a selection, from a browser 
displaying the first webpage, of at least one link to a store; in response to the 
selection, encrypting the debit instrument number by the computer, redirecting the 
browser using the link to a second webpage, and transmitting to the second 
webpage a URL comprising the encrypted debit instrument number by the computer; 
and receiving and storing, by the computer from the second webpage, an update to 
the value conveyance.
